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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 7/19/2010 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant essentially argues that claim 1 is not anticipated by Snaidr because Snaidr fails to show that the patterned deposit includes 
regions of the cigarette wrapper that are left unprinted and available to facilitate diffusion of CO through the wrapper as described in the 
specification (paragraph 40). However, it is noted that the featutres upon which the Applicant relies (i.e., the patterned deposit includes 
regions of the cigarette wrapper that are left unprinted and available to facilitate diffusion of CO through the wrapper) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore, Claim is anticipated by Snaidr. 

The Examiner believes that the Applicant further argues that claims 2 and 1 7 depend from claim 1 and therefore not anticipated by Snaidr. 
However, as discussed above, claim 1 is anticipated by Snaidr. 

The Examiner believes that the Applicant also argues that claims 1 0 and 21 depend from claim 1 and the secondary reference of Smith 
fails to remedy the alledged deficiencies of Snaidr. However, as explained above, claim 1 is anticipated by Snaidr therefore Snaidr does 
not have any deficiency. 
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
